Washington, January 16.—(Special.)—Th 


war investigation commission is hard at 
work upon its report, which it expects to 
be e to hand to the president within the 
next ten days. Contrary to the often re- 
peated charges of the critics of the commis- 
sion, this report will not be a whitewash, 
but the indications from all that can be 
learned are that a good many people will 
be criticised. 

Secretary Alger is to be criticised 
for weakness, particularly in his rela- 


tions toward General Miles. 
General Shafter is to be criticised with re- 


gard to those points in which in his testi- 
mony he himself admitted having failed; 
but so far as the Santiago campaign is con- 
cerned he will be given the credit of hav- 
ing conducted the movements as well as 
could have been done under the circum- 
stances. 

General Breckinridge, the inspector 


general of the army, will be criticised | 


but to what extent this will be per- 
sonal, and to “what extent the blame 
will be placed upon his superiors tor 
the practical wiping out of the in- 

on department during the war, 
cannot be said. 

Blame will be placed upon General Brooke 
for the conditions of Camp Thomas while 
he was stationed there, and upon the med- 
ical department for lack of inspection and 
the lack of sanitary regujations in those in- 
stanges where the blame belongs to the de- 
partment rather than the officers in com- 
mand of the camps. 

There will also be criticism of congress 
for its failure to make tlhe necessary appro- 
priations for the army in the past, particu- 
larly in the matter of smokeless powder. 

The chief criticism, however, will 
be of General Miles. He will, it is 
understood, be blamed for the location 
of camps, particularly at Miami and 
Chickamauga, and for his recommen- 
dation that the soldiers be concentrated 
at Chickamauga even after the un- 
healthful conditions at Camp Thomas 
had been demonstrated. 

In the matter of the beef controversy, the 
commission's: report will be severe in its 
criticism of ths commanding general. It 
will charge that the reports of officers upon 
which General Miles based his testimony 
were from men who took no part in the 
Porto Rico campaign, and the report will 
make it clear that there is no ground for 
any insinuations of corruption in connec- 
tion with the furnishing of beef or other 
supplies. 


Commission Gets More Information. 
General Charles F. Humphreys, who was 
in charge of the water transportation at 
Tampa for Santiago, and was chief quar- 
termaster on General Milés’ staff and was 
with General Shafter prior to General 
Miles’s arrival, was the main witness before 
the war investigating commission today. 
Prior to his appearance, Frank E. Vogel, 
representing the Nelson Morris Packing 
Company, and vice president of the Fair- 
banks Canning Company, testified that his 
concern had sold about $150,000 worth of 
canned roast beef to the government, used 
at Chickamauga, and said it was all of 
good quality. No complaints ever had been 
made to him nor had any beef products of 
his concern been chemically treated. 
Captain R. J. C. Irvine, Eleventh United 
States infantry, commissary on the Panama 
at the time that transport was in charge of 
Surgeon Daly, who wrote a report on the 


beef, condemning it in the most sensational ' 


language, testified that the vessel sailed 
from Ponce on September ist or 2d, and on 
the 7th there was a well-marked odor, as 
of something that had been: ‘closed up.” 
He was not prepared to say the odor was 
like that emanating from a dead human

Despite this finding, 
witness said he insisted that he believed the 
beef was in condition fit for immediate use 
when received, and it was used for three or 
four days. He cited the absence of refrig- 
erating facilities aboard and admitted the 
beef was not as good as could be got at 
a first-class restaurant, as it had nov the 
fresh flavor. 
Humphreys Grows Interesting. 

General Humphreys, the chief witness of 
the day, said the congestion at Tampa was 
due to the inability of the roads to handle 
the cars. 

“Did you assign the troops in advance 
of their arrival at Tampa to the different 
vessels?” asked General Wilson. 


“No, sir.”’ 
“When the troops came to you were they 


then assigned for the first time?’ a 
‘Yes, sir; because that was necessary. 
He said that under the circumstances, the 

transports at Tampa were ag well fitted out 

as they couli have been. Each vessel car- 
ried its full eomplement of ordnance, 
quartermasters’ and commissary stores; in 
fact, all that could be taken. There were 
114 mule wagons and seven ambulances ta- 


ken. 
“Why were no more wagons and ambu- 
lances taken?’ querried General Wilson, 
‘‘Because the vessels were full,’’ was the 


answer. 
‘Would your reply then be ‘lack of trans- 


portation’ ?’ 

“TI would not like to say that.” 

All the wagons, said the witness, were 
landed at Santiago, but all were not set up. 
Litters, he said, should have been landed 
before the battle of El Caney, because they 
were regimental, and he believed they must 
have been. Witness was ahoerd the Sen- 
eca for two days and said she looked all 


right to him. 

“TI know there were people aboard the 
Concho who ought not to have been,” he 
said in reply to queries as to passes for 
outsiders to come north on these vessels. 

He thought duplicate issuance of passes 
for foreign attaches and others might over- 
load the vessels. After the vessel was 
turned over to the medical department, he 
said, he had nothing to do with these ships. 
Asked as to serious complaints that had 
been made of improper condition of the 
Seneca, Concho, Breakwater and the City 
of Washington, witness insisted the respon- 
eibility rested with the medical department. 
When the Séneca, Iroquois, or the City of 
Washington8ailed for home with the sick 
he said they had no ice, unless the Red 
Cross had had alittle. The first ice schoon- 
er, he said, reached Santiago July 3th. 
There was a long wrangle over the respon- 
sibility for the loading of the transports 


for the sick. 

If the Concho, asked ex-Governor 
Woodbury, was overloaded was it be- 
cause thhe government had not pro- 
vided _ sufficient transportation or 
through an error of judgment of the 
medical department? 

Why, the medical department, cer- 
tainly, replied General. Humphrey, em- 
phatically, because there were two more 
ships, each as good as the Concho, 
available. 


General Humphreys resumed his testimony 
at the afternoon session. Speaking of the 
Santiago expedition, he said it was easy 
enough now to look back on things which 
migthht have been done, but there were a 
thousand and one things which happened 
which could not have been anticipated. He 
was closely questioned by Dr. Connor, as 
to the supply of medical stores and the 
transportation furnished to convey them to 
the front. Witness said that the trans- 
portation, the pack trains used before the 
wagon trains were unloaded, were under 
the direction of the commanding general, 
with orders to get ammunition and stores 
to the front, preferably ammunition, but 
there was in this opinion no reason why the 
medical stores should not have reached the 
front.

General Humphreys said medicine chests 
belonging to many surgeons were not landed 
with the troops as they should have been. 
Tons and tons of regimental property were 
landed in some cases, but not the surgeons’ 
medicine chests.

Asked if all the supplies were 
landed by July 10th, General Humphreys 
said he could not say. 


Orders Were Not Obeyed. 
“I don’t Know what was ta 
expedition,”’ said he, “aah abet he 
anyone knows. This was the result of 
the confusion when everything went by the 
board, In the finst imstance [I directed all 
the hospital stores to go on the Santiago 
froquois and Seneca, but when they did

He said he had seen only one order direct- 
ing a single division hospital to join the 
expedition. General Humphreys explained 
tnat almost everything during the first 
fortnight after the landing was in the ver- 
bal orders. There was little paper at hand. 
Asked about the failure to unload some of 
the transports which arrived at Santiago 
after the surrender, General Humphrey said 
that the vessels were not unloaded because 
there were plenty of Supplies on shore for 
the army, and his orders from Secretary 
Alger were to allow nothing to interfere 
with the movement of troops north. Asked 
about his experience with refrigerated beef, 
he said the first he saw of it Was at San- 
tiage. | 

“The trouble was, there was too 
of it,” he said, “but what I saw was eretty 
good. I think ic was all good when landed 
at daylight each morning, but I know ncth- 
ing about its condition when it reached the 
troops. I heard some of it was spoiled.” 

“How about the tinned roast beef?” 

“That, I know, did not give satisfaction; 
possibly owing to the intense heat." 

“Did you hear an intimation that it might 
have been chemically treated?’ 

“I did not. In a joking way I heard that

In a brief speech, which he made at the 
public reception given to him by the Bi- 
metallic League, Mr. Bryan declared that 
the silver issue is still very much alive. 
He said: 


“The cause lives because it emLodies the 
hopes, the aspirations and tne beuef of our 
peuple, lt is a strong cause, because the 
peuyue need silver. whe American peopic 
tavor bimetallism, never mind where tne 
sliver is proauced. We do not need it be- 
cause it 1s produced here. Peopie eat be- 
cause they need it, not because tood hag to 
be consumed. And so with goid and siiver. 
They are important, in the world’s com- 


r merce, because they are needed, and you 


can never destroy silver while it is needed. 

“The farmer, the creator of weaith, 
knows that the gold standard lowers prices 
without raising money. And if the gold 
standard should once be established, you 
may set it down that the date of bank- 
ruptcy is not far ahead. To restore bimet- 
allism is to restore the parity between 
money and property. 

“Those who advocate the gold standard 
as a rule know that the gold dollar is not 
stable nor honest. The strength of the 
gold standard is to be found in the money 
centers and its strongest advocates are 
those who, when their dollar is invested, 
want it to go up. 

“If our came is just, and I firmly believe 
it is, its triumph is sure. Truth cannot be 
crushed to earth. The hour of death is 


not here.”’ 


ROBBED A BANK OF $70,000. 


MEXICAN ARRESTED IN NEW OR- 
LEANS OWNS UP. 


He Has Been Following the Races 
and Owned a String of 
Horses. 


New Orleans, January 16.—Santiago Mur- 
phy was arrested here tonight. He is 
charged with having obtained $70,000 from 
the Mexican National bank on forged se- 
curities and drafts in April last. He had 
Been chief clerk in the bank for a num- 
ber of years and the robbery was only 
discovered after he left. He came to Amer- 
ica, followed the races in New York and 
was traced here. 

On the race track he was known as 
George Murphy, owned horses and made a 
book at Toronto, New York, Louisville 
and other places. He went to San Fran- 
cisco and was in the Baldwin hotel fire, 
losing $2,000 there. He admitted his guilt, 
but threatens to make trouble for others 
when he gets to Mexico. His people there 
are very wealthy. 


FREE PAPER MONEY INCREASED. 


Capital of a Leading German Bank

The foundation will be six feet deep, 
twenty-three by twenty-three feet and the 
monument sixty-six feet four inches high, 
exclusive of the statue. It will be erected 
parallel with Main street and at an angle 
with Commercial place.

AN INVESTIGATION BEING MADE NOW 


The Impression Prevails That a Blind 
Tiger’s Stock of Whisky Is Re- 
sponsible for New Made 
ves and Sick- 

ness.

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Little Rock, Ark., January 16.—There is 
intense excitement in Baxter county over 
a series of sudden and mysterious deaths 
which have occurred in the vicinity of 
Mountain Home, the county seat, within 
the last few days. No less than six men, 
all of whom were apparently in robust 
health, have been suddenly stricken and 
died within a very short time after the 
attack. Im every case there were unmis- 
takable symptoms of poisoning. 

Besides those who have died, a number 
of others have suddenly become violently 
ill and their lives saved only by prompt 
medical attendance. The physicians have 
been kept busy working with stomach 
pumps and the demand at the local drug 
store for poison antidotes has been enor- 


mous, 

Last week four men die@ in different 
places in almost exactly the same manner, 
showing the same symptoms. One of these 
men was a farmer named Hogan, and an- 
other Dr. Simpson, a physician at Moun- 
tain Home. The names of the other two 
are not obtainable here. 

On Friday BE. .* Hayes, proprietor of a 
hotel at Buffalo and owner of an extensive 
zinc mine, died in the same sudden and 
mysterious manner. A™ew miles away 
John Fout, another prominent — citizen, 
passed away at almost the same time 
under exactly similar circumstances, 

Both men were apparently in the best 
of health. .Suddenly they grew faint, their 
faces turned deathly pale, their legs weak- 
ened under them and they fell to tie 
ground and in a few moments they were 
dead. 

A strange feature of this series of mysté- 
rious deaths is that in every case the vittim 
has been a male person—either a manor a 
boy over sixteen years old. This kd to 
the belief in the minds of some peopk that 
a systematic effort was being made if some 
mysterious way to rid the community of at 
least a large portion of its male population, 
and that the agency employed was some 
powerful poison. Some men fhetcome so 
frightened that they refused te eat or 
drink anything until they were out of 
the neighborhood. Hardly a day has passed 
for more than a week which has failed 
to bring to light its new case of poison- 
ing, and the physicians have kept their 
horses standing saddled in their stables 
expecting emergency calls at any hour. 

An investigation revealed the fact that 
Hayes and Fout, as well as one or two 
others who had died in a s{milar manner, 
had been attacked shortly after visiting 
Mountain Home. Other victims thad also 
been seen in Mountain Home just prior 
to their sudden illness. On further inves- 
tigation it developed that the victims had 
in all cases taken a drink of whisky short- 
ly before the attack. This discovery seem- 
ed to settle the fact that poisonous whis- 
ky was the cause of the deaths, but there 
is no saloon at Mountain Home and the 
source from which the whisky comes is 
a mystery. It is thought that a “blind 
tiger’’ is dispensing poison for whisky, but 
whether it be throvgh ignorance or with 
a murderous intent is not known and this 
doubt has added to the excitement. A bot- 
tle containing a small quantity of the stuff 
has been sent to St. Louls for an expert 
examination by a chemist: No one seema 
to know where it came from and a de- 
termined effort is being made to discover 
who is responsible. 
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ARE CLEANING UP HAVANA NOW 


One Hundred Physicians Are Making 
a House to House Inspection. 

Havana January 16.—The colossal task of 
putting into proper sanitary condition every 
dwelling in Havana began today, Surgeon 
Major Davis hiring 100 resident physicians 
for a house-to-house inspection, to compel 
obedience to the new regulations. All cess 
pools under houses are to be closed and 
sealed. Garbage is to be Temoved daily. It 
is expected that the city will be in a fair 
sanitary. condition within three months 
without underground sewerage. The old 
residents regard the new health: regula- 
tions as unnecessary and meddiesome, and 
even some well-to-do and well-informed 
persons, when making their objections, de- 
scribe themselves as ‘“‘healthy enough.” 

Today a thousand people are engaged in 
the work of cleaning the streets and public 
buildings. E

WHEELER IN RICHMOND, VA. 


GENERAL IS GIVEN ROYAL RE- 
CEPTION AT OLD CAPITAL. 
He Accepts a Portrait of Pelham for 
the Lee Camp of Confederate 
Veteraus. 


January 16.—General 
Joseph Wheeler was the lion of Richmond 
tonight. He reached the city late this 
afternoon and shortly thereafter Was es- 
corted to a meeting of the R. E. Lee camp 
No, 1, Confederate Veterans, where, on 
behalf of the camp, he accepted a hand- 
some portrait of Major John Pelham, pre- 
sented f0 the organization by the Sons of 
Confederate Veterans camps of Rich- 
mond. 

The governor and severa)] Virginia mem- 
bers of congress and an immense crowd 
were in attendance and the distinguished 
visitor Was vociferously applauded. 

Edwin P. Cox presented the portrait 
ang General Wheeler delivered the speech 
of acceptance, 

General Wheeler’s Speech. 

In commencing his short but eloquent 
speech, General Wheeler aroused the en- 
thusiasm of his audience by characterizing 
Virginia as the birthplace of patriots, the 
home of heroes and the grave of liberty’s 


martyrs. Speaking of the gallant officer 


in whose honor the exercises of the occa- 
sion were held, General Wheeler said: 
“John Pelham was born near Alexandria, 
Caihoun county, Alabama, in September, 
1838. He entered West Point in 1856, re- 
maining there until the spring of 1861, when 
the thunders of war summoned him back 
to his native state, a week before the grad- 
uation of his class, when he would have 
received his commission in the United 


States army. He was immediately put in 
charge of the confederate ordnance at 
Lynchburg, Va., with the rank of first 


lieutenant, and was shortly after assigned 
as drillmaster to Albertus’s battery, at 
Winchester. His handling of the guns at 
the first battle of Manassas established His 
reputation as a fearless officer and a skill- 
ful artist, and he was entrusted by Gen- 
eral Stuart with the organization of a bat- 
tery of six pieces of horse artillery, which 
he recruited from Alabama, Virginia and 
Maryland. At Williamsburg and First Cold 
Harbor, at the second battle of Manassas, 
at Sharpsburg, and- Shepherdstown, he 
fought with the enthusiasm of youth and 
the coolness of a veteran. Stonewall Jack- 
son loved and trusted ‘the boy artilleérist,’ 
as he was often called, and frequently gave 
expression to his appreciation of Pelhami'‘s 
magnificent work. At the battle of Fred- 
ericksburg the met the concentrated fire 
of several batteries with one Napoleon, 
and elicited the unstinted praise of his su- 
perior officers. He was promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, and his commis- 
sion was before the senate for confirmation 
when his death occurred at Kelly’s Ford, 
on the Rappahannock, March 17, 1863. He 
was cut down in the act of leading a charge 
while waiting the arriva] of his artillery. 
His d*ath was a crushing loss to the divis- 
ion, and was announced by Genera! Stuart 
in words seldom surpassed in strength or 
beauty.” 

General Wheeler next touched upon the 
Magnitude of the struggle in which the 
north and the south were pitted against 
each other thirty odd years ago. In con- 
clusion he said: 

‘Alabama is the mother of many brave, 
heroic sons, but second to none is the 
young hero whose: memory we honor to- 
night. I say young, because, to us, ovér 
whose heads since then the storms of many 
years have thundered, that earnest, boyish 
face comes back as if the friend of yes- 
terday. Gentle as a maiden, he was brave 
as a paladin, and stood in the midst of fire 
and carnage as emotionless and unshaken 
as a rock. In the words of your own im- 
mortal Lee at the battle of Fredericks- 
burg: ‘It was glorious to see such courage 
in one so young,’ and to us who cher- 
ish heroic deeds, it is a grand thought that 
the memory of this brave soldier, whose 
life ebbed out upon the blood-stained banks 
of the Rappahannock, is ever enshrined in 
the halo of immortal youth, ‘unchanged by 
sorrow and undimmed by tears.’

NO NEWS FROM PAUL JONES. 


After a Thorough Search, It Is Be- 


lieved To Have Gone 
Down. 
St. Louis, Mo., January 16.—A _ special 


from Biloxi, Miss., says that after a thor- 
ough and fruitless search of the coast in- 
side and outgide Chandeleus, Ship and Horn 
islands, there seems to be little cause for 
hope that the naphtha launch Pau! Jones 
is afloat, and there is every reason to: be- 
lieve that the persons aboard her have 
pérished. 

Additional light is thrown on the move- 
ments of the launch after she passed out 
of the Mississippi river by Captain O. Niel- 
sen, of the steamer Georgia, plying as a 
passenger and towboat between here and 
Ship island, who gives a description of a 
launch which he passed on the morning of 
January Sth while on a trip from Scranton 
to Biloxi, tallying in every particular with 
that of the missing craft. 

Captain Neilsen says that the launch was 
about fifty feet in length, with strongly- 
built houses on deck, finished in dark wood, 
probably mahogany, and attracted his at- 
tention because she was much larger than 
any of the launches usually seen on the 
coast. 

When the Georgia passed her she was 
about half-way between Ship island and the 
mainland and was heading for Grant’’s 
pass. This is the regular raute taken by 
pleasure craft, keeping inshore. In the 
ordinary course of events the launch should 
have reached Mobile next day. 

This is the last information obtainable 
concerning her, 

On the arrival of the tug Leo at Scranton 
this evening, her captain reported seeing a 
large launch fifteen miles south of Horn 
island. It was at first supposed that this 
was the missing Paul Jones, but later gulf 
navigators who have been watching the 
coast closely for a week, declared that the 
Leo’s find was one of the Baldwin launches 
out of New Orleans which left Pearl river 
and which was reported by the lookout on 
Saturady evening. 


Considerable personal concern is felt in 
Atlanta about the fate of the launch ‘Paul 
Jones,’’ reported lost in the gulf of Mexico 
with a pleasure party on board, for Colo- 
nel H. C. Yoakum was known to many 
Atlantians, and has a close relative, a cous- 
in, Mirrs. Geo. Holliday, of 6 Forrest ave- 
nue, living in this city. He is the son of a 
former Atlantian and he himself lived in 
Atlanta at one time. He was here during 
the old cotton exposition, being in charge 
of the exhibit made at that fair by the state 
of Texas. 

On the day before the news of the launch’s 
disappearance was sent out, Mrs: Holliday, 
by a strange coincidence, wrote him, and 
suggested that a family reunion beheld at 
her home this summer, 

Colonel Yoakum's father was Washineton 
Yoakum, of the contracting firm of Ketch- 
um, Markham and Yoakum, which is 
distinctly remembered by the older people 
of Atlanta for its prominence as well as 
for its peculiar name. Washington Yoa- 
kum moved to Texas, and Colonel H. C. 
Yoakum spent his young manhood and his 
maturer years in the little town of Green- 
ville. He was elected to congress from 
there, and served many terms in the nation- 
al house of representatives. A year ago 
he moved to St. Louis, where he has since 
resided. His daughter, who was with him, 
is described as an exceedingly handsome 
young woman of eighteen years. 

Lawrence Jones, the owner of the vessel, 
and Paul Jones, after whom it was named, 
both lived in this city at one time. Paul 
Jones is well remembered, he ‘having been 
among the city’s most prominent merchants 
during his residence here. 


CZAR TALKS WITH TOLSTOI. 


COUNT CALIS ON NICHOLAS AT A 
RAILWAY STATION. 


Russian Discusses His Disarmament 
Plan with the Famous 
Writer. 


London January 17.— The Daily Mail 
prints the following dispatch from Odessa: 

“While journeying north from Lividia, 
Emperor Nicholas during a break for lunch- 
con at Toola, capital of the government of 
the same name, in central Russia, sent a 
delicately worded message expressing his 
desire to see Count Leo Tolstoi. Contrary 
to expecatitions, Tolstoi accepted the invi- 
tation, and soon appeared at the railway 
station. In his peasant’s garb he presented 
a striking contrast to the richly dresged 
entourage of the czar. Emperor Nichol- 
as kissed him on the .mouth and both 
cheeks, Tolstoi readily responding. 

“Then a conversation commenced, the 
ezar asking his guest for an opinion upon 
the proposal for the limitation of arma- 
ments. Count Tolstoi replied that he could 
only believe in it when his majesty should 
set the example to other nations. On the 
czar mentioning the difficulties of the prob- 
lem and the necessity for united aid of the 
great powers, the count softened somewhat 
and expressed the hope that his majesty 
would be able to attain some definite re- 
sults, or at any rate, formulate some work- 
able plan at the conference. The ezar 
thanked him for his good wishes, said he 
would be pleased if Tolstoj could be induced 
to lend his genius to the solution of the 
question, and the count rejoined that the 
emperor might count upon his co-operation, 
for he was already engaged upon a work 
dealing with the question in point, which 
would: soon see the light.’

If the same person receives a majority 
of all the votes in each house he will be 
declared elected. If the houses in their 
separate acthon do not agree, the joint 
assembly will proceed to elect a senator, 
In the event of a dead-lock or failure to 
elect the joint assembly will meet each 
succeeding day and take at least one vote 
until a senator is chosen. 

The fight is between Senator Quay, back- 
ed by the 109 Senators and members who 
took part in the republican caucus; George 
A, Jenks, of Brookville, the candidate of 
the democratic caucus, and half a dozen 
“favorite sons” nominated by the anti- 
Quay republican legislators. With the 
democrats and anti-Quayites voting for 
their candidates, the indications are there 
will Le a deadlock. Iteis an open question 
with the republican and democratic leaders 
how long this condition of affairs will con- 
tinue. 

Senator Quay'’s managers are confident 
that there will be only one result and that 
hig re-election. The republican senators 
and members opposed to his candidacy are 
just az confident that he will be beaten, 
The democrats know they cannot elect 
their candidate, and are leaving the repub- 
licans to fight it out among themselves. 

State chairman Elkin and Senator Pen- 
rose are directing the Quay campaign from 
headquarters at the Lochiel hotel. They said 
tonight that there was no doubt of the 
speedy re-election of the senior senator. 
Neither side will give any figures to show 
how they propose to elect or defeat Mr, 
Quay. ak 

Martin Resigns’*His Commission. 

The features of the Gay's skirmish were 
the resignation of David Martin as secreta- 
ry of the commonwealth and the confer- 
ence of the anti-Quay republican.senators 
and members. 

Mr. Martin was elected in NovemLer to 
the senate from the eighth Philadelphia 
district and expected to qualify tomorrow 
after the changes in the state administra- 
tion. He changed his mind this evening 
and sent his resignation to Governor Hast- 
ings to take effect upon its acceptance. The 
resignation was promptly accepted and Mr.

Two of the State Senators Accepted

THEN THE DEMOCRATS WON ELECTION 


Now Republicans Insist That These 
Soldier Statesmen Should Come 
Forward and Claim Their 
Seats in the Legis- 
lature. .

Washington, January 16—(Special.)—Re- 
publicans are hoiding up a decision upon 
the General Wheeler case and they are 
holding it up for a purpose. 

The purpose is to save to themselyes a 
senatorship—the senatorship from West 
Virginia. 

When the house committee on judiciary 
does make its report, that report will un- 
doubtedly be against General Wheeler and 
the other members of congress who went 
into the army. The committee will hold 
that the acceptance of commissions in 
the army in itself vacated the seats which 
General Wheeier and Congressmen Camp- 
bell, Colson and Robbins held, and that 
those gentlemen cannot now serve as mem- 
bers of this congress and cannot draw 
pay as congressmen after the date they 
went into the army. 

The West Virginia Situation. 

The reason this decision of the commit- 
tee has not been formally made ifs this: 
The legislature of West Virginia is so 
close politically that one vote may deter- 
mine the successor to Senator Faulkner, 
whether he shall be a republican or demo- 
orat. There are several contests and the 
senatorship undoubtedly hangs on the de- 
cision reached in these contests. In two 
cases the principles involved are exactly 
those in the cases of these members of 
congress. 

In those West Virginia cases, two repub- 
lican senators accepted commissions in the 
army. Acting on the presumption that they 
* had vacated their seats, there was an 
election in their districts in November and 
this resulted in the election of two demo- 
crats. It was supposed, of course, that 
these republicans who had gone into the 
army had given up their seats and nobody 
thought of their appearing to claim a 
Place in the legislature. When, however, 
it became evident that every vote was 
meeded, the republican managers insisted 
that these men should come forward and 
claim the seats which they themselves had 
vacated, and they are now doing that. 

If, therefore, the republican committee 
on judiciary of the house renders the de- 
cision which it is expected to in the 
Wheeler case, this will be taken as the 
strongest possible argument against these 
two republicans in West Virginia and 
may result in the loss of the senatorship. 
That explains why General Henderson and 
his committee have not passed upon the 
Wheeler case as yet. It is probable that 
they will not pass upon it for some days. 

Must Lewis Go, Too? 

It hag not yet been definitely determined 
whether Colonel James Hamilton Lewis is 
or is not in the same boat with Messrs. 
Wheeler, Campbell, Colson an@ Robbins. 
It all seems to ‘hinge on whether the colo- 
nel from the state of Washington was or 
wae not commissioned as a staff officer in 
the army, a position which'he held for a 
short while. 

Colonel Lewis has not been considered as 
one of those whose seats are in danger un- 
til within the last few days. The story of 
his connection with the army is this: After

The fight was made particulafly by Sena- 
tor Fairbanks, and the appointment of 
Harris, as minister to Austria, was a part 
of Fairbanks’s scheme to beat Beveridge.

The 
scheme didn’t work, however, for Bever- 
idge proved himself as good a politician 
as he is an orator, which is saying a good 
deal, and scooped in the prize. He is a 
brilliant young lawyer, less than forty 
years of age and almost boyish in appear- 
ance, and it is believed that he will de- 
velop into a power in the senate. At any 
rate he won and won against the strongest 
kind of a combination.

EN ROUTE TO MAINE 


Funeral Services in the Hallof the Neuse 
Were Impressive. 


A GREAT THRONG PRESENT 


President, Cabinet Members and Su- 
preme Court Judges Attend. 


CASKET WAS COVERED WITH FLOWERS 


Many of Those in Attendance Came 
from a Great Distance—Eulogy 
Was Touching.

Washington, January 16.—A state funeral 
almost majestic in its impressiveness was 
given the late Representative Nelson Ding- 
ley at noon today in the house of repre- 
sentatives, where he so long had been gucn 
a commanding figure. 

The president and the cabinet, distin- 
guished men in. military and civil life were 
ranged about his bfer on the floor of the 
hall, while the galleries, to which admis- 
sion could be obtdined only by card, were 
*ccupied by the” families of those who were 
upon the floor and other prominent per- 
sonages invited to be present. Some of 
them, like a delegation from the New York 
chamber of commerce, had come from a 
distance to pay their last tribute of respect 
to the dead statesman. 

The casket was placed on a bier in the 
area in front of the marble rostrum of the 
speaker, and for an hour the public, which 
would have no opportunity to witness the 
dfficial ceremonies later, were allowed to 
view the remains as they lay in state. 

Thoasands of people streamed through the 
door past the casket and gazed upon the 
calm, serene features of the dead during 
that hour. Some eould with difficulty be 
induced by the police to move away from 
the casket. The decorations of the hall 
were simple and strikingly beautiful and 
there was a profusion of flowers. 

The services were conducted by the Rev. 
S. M. Newman, of the First Congregational 
church, of this city, assisted by Rev. Dr. 
Couden, chaplain of the house. It was a 
very simple gervice. Dr. Newman’s eulogy 
of the dead statesman was touching and 
beautiful. 

When Rev. Dr. Newman delivered the 
benediction the entire assemblage arose, 
the galleries as well as those on the floor. 
President McKinley in passing out, paused 
while he gazed sadly at the features of 
his dead friend. When all had desertéd 
save the members of the house, Mr. Bou- 
telle, of Maine, moved that the house ad- 
journ as a further mark of respect. The 
motion was adopted, and at 12:55 p. m. the 
speaker declared the house adjourned. 

The body lay in state in the hall until 
shortly before the time for the departure 
of the special train which is to convey the 
remains and the party to Lewiston. It was 
then taken to the Pennsylvania station, 
from which the train departed at 4:10 over 
the Pennsylvania railroad, as the second 
section of congressional limited. The train 
consisted of four Pullmans and a baggage 
car, One of the cars was occupied by the 
family and the others by the remainder 
of the party—the joint committee of the 
house and senate, the officers of the house 
and a delegation of the mervhants and

EAGAN CLOSETED WITH ALGER. 


Secretary of War Declines To Discuss 
Contemplated Line of Action. 
Washington, January 16.—In answer to a 
direct question, Secretary Alger, at the 
clcse of the official day, says that the de- 
partment has taken no action in the case of 
Commissary General Eagan, but when the 
inquiry was pursued, he declined to say one 
word as to his intentions in the matter. 
It was apparent during the day that this 
matter was receiving attention and, in fact, 
the commissary general himself spent some 

time closeted with the secretary. 

Three distinct lines of action were talked 
of as within the line of probability. The 
first was a strong letter of reprimand, to 
be addressed by the president himself to 
General Eagan, stating that but for the im- 
munity he had proimsed all witnesses [e- 


fore the commission he would have court- 
martialed him. The second line was an 
actual courtmartial, while the third was a 
court of inquiry. The’ purpose of the latter 
would be, it was said, to place upon a mill- 
tary tribunal the responsibility for deciding 
whether or not General Eagan should be 
tried by courtmartial. Of course the court 
of inquiry might go a long way into the 
matters which led up to the attack contain- 
ed in General Eagan’s statement, possibly 
involving a determination as to the charges 
touching the character of the army beef 
preferred? by General Miles, though this 
would appear to be appointing a second 
tribunal to investigate the methods and re- 
sults ef the first engaged already on that 
work. 

It was stated that General Miles would 
not prefer charges against General Eagan 
for the utterances delivered Ly him before 
the war investigating commission last Fri- 
day, but intended to let the war depart- 
ment deal with the matter isidis own way. 
Touching these charges, it is said that 
there is really no absolute necessity that 
any one shall follow them, although the 
judge advocate general of the war depart- 
ment would be called upon to put them in 
shape if it should be decided to order a 
courtmartial. 

It is suggeted that the war investigating 
commission has deprived itself of the 
power to make out a real legal presentment 
against General Eagan, if it was so dis- 
posed, by returifing the objectionable paper 
to him. So far as is known, the statement 
delivered last Friday is not now in the 
hands of the commission, and the judge ad- 
vocate who would prosecute General Eagan 
in case of a courtmartial might be under 
the necessity of taking secondary evidence 
in the shape of newspaper publications of 
his statement, all of which are admitted- 
ly nothing more than abstracts. Perhaps 
this fact would not have much weight with 
a courtmartial, but in ordinary legal prac- 
tice it wouid place the prosecution at a very 
great disadvantage. 


EAGAN CHANGES HIS TESTIMONY 


Revised Statement Is Sent to the War 
Investigating Commission. 

Washington, January 16.—Commissary 
General Eagan today sent to the war in- 
vestigating commission @ revised state- 
ment in place of that originaily made in 
response to General Miles’s charges. The 
revised statement is about 35 per cent 
shorter than that which was ordered with- 
drawn because of its violent and abusive 
character. The commission, after its re- 
ceipt, went into secret sessiom to read the 
document and decide whether in its present 
form it had been expurgated sufficiently 
to permit it to be made a part of the com- 


mission’s records. : 
Following is the text of General Eagans 


letter: 

Office of Commissary General of Sub- 
sistence, Washington, D. €., January 
14, 1898.—To the Commission Appointed 
by tthe President to Investigate the 
Conduct of the War Department in the 
War with Spain. Gentlemen: I have 
the honor to nand you herewith my 
testimony which is now resubmitted 
and revised in accordance with the 
views expressed by you in your letter 
to me of January 13, 1899. 

The objectionable features and what 
is considered irrelevant matter by you, 
in which opinion I entirely agree, are 
eliminated. 

In this connection I desire to state 
that there was never a thought or in- 
tention on my part of any disrespect 
whatsoever to your commission, but in 
explanation and in extenuation of the 
language used by me heretofore I beg 
to invite the attention of the commis- 
sion to the fact that I have been ac- 
cused practically of feeding the soldiers 
with poisoned beef whic them 
sick—embalmed beef—so-called—that I 
have furnished meat to the army under 
the “pretense of experiment,” which 
charge in effect is corruption and worse, 
because it jeopardizes the lives of sol- 
diers sent to the front in tropical climes, 
and who were dependent on such food 
as was sent them; that the statements 
have gone to the whole country uncon- 
tradicted; that they have been published 
and I thave been pictured In the press 
of the country as a man who had fed 
the army on pois@éned meat and corrupt- 
ed: so that for about three weeks’ time 
I have kept silent for the reason that I 
was debarred after talking with the 
honorable secretary of war from pre- 
paring charges because of the immu- 
nity granted by the president to wit- 
nessee before your commission, notwith- 
standing the gravity of the accusations; 
that it is unreasonable to believe that 
such monstrous charges could have any 
-other effect than to work upon an hon- 
orable man in such a way as to goad 
fim to a species of desperation and 
that it was but natural, when the proper 
opportunity was given him, to meet and 
refute the charges, that he should 
Characterize them in such harsh lan- 
guage and in terms that are deemed 
improper, no matter what the provoca- 
tion. I, therefore, withdraw the lan- 
guage and matter so objectionable, and 
resubmit to you my sworn statement 
with the ahiding faith that your com- 
mission, having all the facts before 
you, will decide the 0 pa at Issue just- 
ly.

Four Ministers Are Named To Direct the 
Affairs of the Island. 


DUTIES LAID DOWN FOR EACH 


Six Departments Maintained by Spain 
Are Reduced to Four. 


THREE HOURS’ CONFERENCE WAS HELD

Havana, January 16.—This afternoon Gov. 
ernor eGnheral Brooke announced the fol- 
lowing appointments to the newly consti- 
tuted cabinet of advisors to the administra- 
tion:

He was seen by a representative 
of The Constitution this morning in regard 
to the bankruptcy petition which was filed 
while he was in Washington, and a notice 
of which appeared in The Constitution to- 
day.

“The statement in The Constitution of 
this morning that a petition in bankruptcy 
has been filed by me in Washington, D. C.. 
is correct. The action was taken on the 
mature advice of my lawyers and best 
friends. It is intended to secure a meeting 
of creditors so that some who hold claims 
against me for large amounts, for which 
I am not responsible, may be forced to do 
me justice by having the debts examined. 
They have, heretofore, refuse@ to do this, 
but harrassed me wherev2r I went to lec- 
ture or hold meetings, and they could get 
a lawyer to humiliate and worry me into 
settling what they knew I did not owe. 
These claims grew out of joint under- 
takings in newspapers and educational en- 
terprises that failed. Also, to write off 
two judgments held against me with a 
large number of other defendants in libel 
cases against The Norfolk Pilot in 1895. 
The whole object is to secure a just basis 
of settlement of what I am really bound 
in justice to pay, and arrange for the pay- 
ment and discharge through a legal trus- 
tee. I have profitable work awaiting on 
me for the adjustment of these matters, 
so that they will not interfere with my 
work while earning money to pay my 
claims. I mean to pay every just dollar 


~ that enybody-ecan claim I: owe.”’

The notice of the verdict was 
received at the corps headquarters this 
morning and has been approved by Gen- 
eral W. W. Gordon, the officer in com- 
mand. It will be remembered that Til- 
ford cut another private by the name of 
Flynn at the camp of the engineers some 
time ago. It was thought for awhile that 
Flynn would die, but he has recovered, and 
with thre exception of a terrible scar is 
as well as ever. It was shown at the trial 
that ‘Tilford d'd the cutting in self-de- 
fense.

The pe- 
tition states that the firm owes debts to 
the amount of $60,000 and that it has no as- 
sets with which to pay it, and prays to be 
adjudged a bankrupt. The petition has 
nothing to wo with the present firm, the 
Altmayer & Fiatan Liquor Company, as 
that company is in the best of condition, 
It is the old firm that filed the petition, so 
as to get clear of the debts.and be able 
to get the name of the former firm. The 
case is one of the largest that has yet been 
filed. The papers were examined by Depu- 
ty Clerk L. M4 Erwin and were referred 
this afternoon to Referee Alexander Proud- 
fit, who will investigate the matter thor- 
oughly.

ANOTHER VICTIM OF THE GRIP 


He Had Been Subject to Bronchitis 
and Asthma. 


HIS CHILBREN ARGUND HIS DEATHBED 


Sketch of the Deceased, Showing His 
Services as an Educator and 
a Soldier. 


Oxford, Ga., January 16.—(Special.)—To- 
day marks the sudden death and funeral of 
one of Georgia's most gifted sons, Rev. 
Morgan F. Calloway, D.D., vice president 
and professor of English in Emory college. 
As the light of approaching day dissolved 
the shadows of receding night; while sor- 
rowing friends surrounded his couch, the 
angel of death entered the circle and calm- 
ly folding him to himself carried him to 
his home beyond the skies. 

Oxford ig veiled in gloom while she sor- 
rows for the loss of her distinguished cit- 
izen. Friends mourn with sympathy for 
his death, but they rejoice at his rich in- 
heritance. Companions will miss his coun- 
sel and example, but they are happy at 
his reward. Those who have so lately had 
his instruction will feel the loss of his 
guiding hand, but they unite in doing honor 
to his preferment, Churchmen who have 
been his companion, students whom he has 
instructed, and those who felt the influ- 
ence of his preaching—all mourn their loss, 
but praise his gain. 

Dr. Calloway was first confined to his 
room last Saturday with a severe attack 
of the grip. For several -years he had 
been subject to bronchitis and asthma, 
and owing to this fact his late sickness was 
more than usually effective. Since last 
Saturday he has been growing steadily 
worse—seience had done its best—and 
everybody knew that the end wag only 
waiting on time. His children were sent 
for and since Friday have watched him 
slowly give way to the inroads of disease. 
About 3 o’clock this morning he bade 
farewell to his earthly companions, and 
ascended to form angelic associations. 

In Morgan T. Calloway unite the soldier, 
the orator, the scholar and the Christian. 
He came of a fighting stock, his grand- 
parent fighting in the revolution, his father 
in the next war with Great Britain, and he 
himself is a twige-scarred veteran of the 
war between the states. He was a master 
of the -English tongue, and many have 
heard his voice as on the platform he 
welded words into the sub:imest concep- 
tions of eloquence. He has always been 
characterized by that stateliness and dig- 
nity which make for the nobility of man- 
hood. He was gentle and kindly disposed 
in his nature, and his children felt but 
his soft word of warning and his kindly 
hand of guidance. Crowning all these, he 
was a Christian; and in his footsteps is a 
clearer reflection of the ‘‘Man of Galilee’’ 
on the earth. 

His Life and Services. 

Morgan F. Calloway was born in Wilkes 
county, Georgia, in 1831, where ‘his pater- 
nal grandparents, who were native Vir- 
ginians, had moved in 1790. He received a 
good primary education in the academy at 
Washington, Wilkes county, and then en- 
tered the University of Georgia, from 
which hé was graduated in 1849. After his 
graduation he attended the celebrated Gould 
Law school, Augpsta; was admitted to 
the bar, and entered upon the practice, also 
supervising his farming interests. Aban- 
doning the practice of law, he accepted a 
professorship in Andrew Female rollege, 
Cuthbert, Ga., where he remained until 
1862. That year he enlisted in company 
B, Butts’s battalion of artillery, but later 
was transferred to Captain Reed’s battery, 
with which he remained until the end. He 
was a participant in very many important 
battles of the war, and was shot down 
twice—first at Gordonville and again at 
Cold Harbor. He entered the service as a 
private, but became a lieutenant of the 
first battery, and then captain of the sec- 
ond, and was present when General Lee 
surrendered at Appomattox. 

Since the war his work has been wholly 
occupied in preaching and teaching. His 
first pastoral work was at Washington, 
Ga., his old home, where he was stationed 
four years, and after that he was for 
two years president of the female college at 
LaGrange. In 1870 he was elected professor 
of Latin in Emory college and has ben 
connected with that institution ever since. 
with the exception of two years. given to 
the Paine institute, Augusta, Ga., the hon- 
or and credit of the organization of which 
justly belong to him. He held the Latin 
professorship only four years, since which 
he has taught English, and was, in addi- 
tion, vice president of the college. In 1885 
he was elected a delegate to the consti- 
tutional convention, in which he took an 
absorbing interest, ‘and was one of the 
most useful and influential of its mem- 
bers. His has been a life of increasing 
activity and well directed usefulness, the 
luster of whose record is undimmed by 
a shadow, and whose motives have no 
taint of selfishness. He ranks among the 
prominent ministers of the denomination 
lhe honors and was given the degree of 
D.D. by Emory college. 

Dr. Calloway has been twice married. 
Miss Eliza Hinton was his first wife, and 
seven children were born to them, only 
two of which survive, Mrs. James M. 
Lovett, and Morgan F. Calloway, Jr., who 
having won the doctorate of philosophy at 
Johns Hopkins university, is now professor 
of English in the University of Texas. In 
1868. the year following the death of his 
first wife, Dr. Calloway contracted a 
second marriage with Miss Georgia Fick- 
len, who preceded him to the grave about 
a year ago. One child was born to them, 
who. however, is dead. Dr. Calloway is 
the author of several works: “Our Mother 
Tongue,” ‘Woman and Art,” and various 
sermons and magazine articles. 

Resolutions of Condolence. 

Out of respect to his memory, Few and 
Phi Gamma Literary Societies adjourned 
this morning after adopting resolutions of 
condolence to be sent the relatives of the 
deceased. Resolutions were adopted also 
by the college body, and the faculty of the 
college have adopted simiar resolutions. 
There will be.no college exercises to- 
morrow on account of the interment. 

Owing to the fact that the burial is to 
take place at Washington, the home of the 
deceased, where both his wives are in- 
terred, the funeral was held this afternoon 
at 3:30 o’clock at the church, where a vast 
number assembled to do honor to the ij- 
lustrious dead. Bishop Warren A. Candler, 
assisted by Rev. C. E. Dowman, D.D., 
conducted the services. Bishop Candler de- 
livered the sermon, and prefacing his r-- 
marks, said that there were two kinds of 
germons, one of which served as a tonic 
for the soul. “This,” he said, “was the 
kind I heard Dr. Calloway preach on the 
morning of a day not unlike this twenty- 
five years ago, when i was a student 
here.” He said he could take no fitter text 
than the one used by Dr. Calloway then— 
“Quit Ye Like Men.” Bishop Candler took 

e life of the deceased and treated it 

four heads—the man, the soldier, 

her.

the rifle out of his gun’ in the late war.” 
The bishop declaréd that he had been con- 
nected with Dr. Calloway as a student 
and as a member of the faculty, and that 
he had never seen @ grander man. ‘I 
venture to say that no man in Georgia, 
whether. in politics or what not, has ex- 
erted the influence upon the youth of the 
state that Dr. Calloway did.” He closed 
his remarks with the closing scene in “Tom 
Brown at Oxford,”’ when Tom had return- 
ed to the chapel and mourned the death of 
his beloved tutor before he had the chanc> 
Of pouring out his devotion to him. Bishop 
Candler said he fe:t something like this. 

Dr. Dowman then paid a tribute of love 
to the memory of him who had been his 
tutor, his co-laborer and his friend. He 
reiterated the statement of the bishop as 
to Dr. Calloway’s character, usefulness and 
influence, and concluded thusly: “But we'll 
not say ‘Farewell,’ but rather ‘God be with 
you till we meet again.’” 

At the conclusion of the Service the re- 
mains were taken back to the jate resi- 
dence, whence they will be taken to Wash- 
ington, Ga., tomorrow morning for inter- 
ment. The college will escort the remains 
to the depot in a body, and Bishop Cand- 
ler, accompanied by Dr. Dowman and 
several of the faculty and students, will 
proceed to Washington for the burial. 

It is rumored that Morgan Calloway, 
Jr.. professor of English in the University 
of ‘Texas, wil] be offered the chair made 
vacant by the death of his father. Noth- 
ing, however, Of reliable information can 


be gained at present.

With the money raised from this 
source the remainder of the depositors’ 
money will be paid, and the debts of the 
institution wiped out. Official notice of the 
assessment will be published) tomorrow 
morning, and will 7 like a* bombshell 
among the old stockiWwelders. This is thelr 
second assessment. The depositors have 
been paid 45 per cent of their claims so far, 
and with the proceeds of the sale of the re- 
maining assets of the bank recently an- 
other dividend of 10 per cent will be deciar- 
ed. The original valuation of the assets of 
the bank was incorrect, hence the necessity 
of another call upon the stockholders 


Mrs. Law’s Suit. 

When the $25,000 damage suit of Mrs. 
Marion Law against the Western of Ala- 
bama railway was called by Judge Newman 
at the special term of the federal ceurt to- 
day, assembled to try it, General George 
P,. Harrison, leading counsel for the rail- 
road, stated that he was suffering from 
a severe cold, and would have toask for a 
continuance, as his physical condition was 
such that he could not enter the case. 
Judge Newman was loath to defer the trial, 
as all the lawyers were present. He sug- 
gested to General Harrison that he go to 
his hotel, doctor thimself and try to be 
ready for trial tomorrow morning at 10 
o’clock. General Harrison is making an 
earnest and vigorous effort tonight to get 
well, now that he has been ordered to do 
so. If care and physic improve his condi- 
tion, he will be on hand, as his friends 
laughingly say that not to get well would 
be in contempt of court. Attorney Brews- 
ter is associated with General Harrison 
and Attorneys Hoke Smith and 8: ¢, Peep- 
les represent the plaintiff. 

In the federal court today, Judge New- 
man appointed Mr. Thomas W. Grimes 
special master to examine the reports of 
the Eagle and Phenix receivers, looking at 
their books, vouchers, etc., and to report 
by May Ist as to their correctness. This 
afternoon the matter of compensation for 
Attorney L. F. Garrard, in the Eagle and 
Phenix case, was argued. 

Two New Trials Granted. 

It is a coincidence that new trials have 
just been granted in important cases in 
the courts, here, on technicalities? Today 
Judge Newman granted a new trial to W. 
H. McMath, who was ronvicted at the re- 
cent term of court, and sent up for three 
years. He is an amateur detective, who, it 
is alleged, robbed a south Georgia post- 
office just to get a chance to work up the 
robbery. A new trial was granted because 
two members of the jury that convicted 
him were members of the grand jury that 
indicted ‘him. 

The other new trial was in the case of 
Jim Babbitt. in the superior court, just 
granted by Judge Butt: Babbitt was con- 
victed of murder. His attorneys made the 
point that the main oath in the case had 
not been administered through mistake. 
Testimony was produced on both gides, re- 
Hable men swearing, respectively, that the 
oath had or had not been given. 


WAS IDENTIFIED AS JOHNSON.

The Young Man Who Committed Sui- 
cide in Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., January 16.—All doubt as 
to the identity and manner of the death of 
Herman E. Black, Army Paymaster W. H. 
Bullix’s clerk, who was found dead last Sat- 
urday, was dispelled today by the discovery 
of proof that Black was Charles H. John- 
son, of Waltham, Mass., and that he sui- 
cided with cyanide of potassium. A mucil- 
age bottle, in which he had the deadly 
poison, was found in his room, and on his 
person was found a clipping from a Boston 
newspaper, containing an account of John- 
son’s disappearance, with a description of 
the man and his picturer Coroner Goette 
received a telegram tonight from Johnson's 
father, saying that members of this family 
had started for Savannah to take charge of 
the body. Johnson was infatuted with an 
actress and a quarrel may have caused him 


to take his life.

CENTRAL DIRECTORS MEET

Savannah, Ga., January 16.—(Special.)— 
Judge Paul Seabrook, of the new Atlantic 
circuit, heard his first two cases in Savan- 
nah this morning.

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Our Farming Methods. 

The suggestions of The Constitution to 
the effect that there must a radical 
change in our farming methods have 
met with a hearty response from all 
quarters, especially from the farmers 
themselves, and one of the results has 
been to stimulate a discussion which 
cannot fail to be profitable. All this 
is very gratifying. The rule heretofore 
has been that when an editor proceeded 
to formulate a lot of advice to the farm- 
ers, the latter have been disposed to re- 
gard it with some siispicion. And no 
wonder. It is pregious little that the 
average editor knéws about the diffi- 
culties of farming, the various problems 
that stand in the way of success. At 
the same time nothing is easier than to 
say what a farmer should do—to ad- 
vise him, for instance, to abandon cottcn 
and give all his energies to raising some- 
thing to eat. 

Well, The Constitution, first and last, 
has given the farmers a good deal of 
advice, but it has tried to make that 
advice timely as well as practical; it has 
taken pains to encourage as well as to 
advise. It has recognized one fact of 
great importance, to-wit, that if any 
large number of our farmers abandon 
cotton, that fact will stimulate the in- 
crease of foreign cotton crops. For - 
many reasons we think it desirable that 
the world should continue to look to the 
south for the bulk of the cotton it con- 
sumes. 

But we contend that our farmers can 
grow 5-cent,cotton at a comparative 
profit if they will cease to prodtuce more 
than the world can consume and at the 
same time conforin their methods of 
farming to the changed financial and 
economic conditionS. We may try to 
reform these conditions; we may be de- 
termined to oppose to the bitter end the 
policy which has imposed them upon us; 
but meanwhile, it is the part of wisdom 
to recognize them as facts. To repeal 
the law that has wrought the «vil will 
be a matter of years, and our farmers 
cannot afford to wait for that event be- 
fore taking measures to fortify them- 
selves. 

The truth is, the present methods of 
farming would be “wrong and unprofit- 
able if the price of cotton were treble 
whatitisnow. There was a time when 
the farmers were getting 12 and 15 cents 
a pound for their staple. They were 
better off then than they are now, but 
what good did itdothem? They saved 
no money, and they were more deeply 
in debt then than they are now. There 
was a constant cry of hard times, and 
there was good reason for it. Their 
. methods made hard times; every dollar 
that high-priced cotton brought in had 
to be paid out for debt, for guano and 
for other plantation supplies, including 
timothy hay with stalks in it big enough 
to make stove wood. They allowed 
their crab grass to rot in the fields, and 
either bought timothy at $1.50 a hundred 
or fed their mules on shucks. If cotton 
had been 50 cents a pound, the result 
would have been the same—more guano, 
more timothy, more extravagance of 
every kind. If cotton were 20 cents a 
pound today, the farmer who has to buy 
all his supplies would be poorer after 
his cotton was sold than he was before. 

The point we are making is this, that 
the price of cotton cuts no figure in the 
programme so long as farmers throw 
away the thousand and one opportuni- 
ties which they have of supplementing 
their cotton money. We are borne 
out in this statement by the testimony 
of the farmers who, through the columns 
of The Constitution and over their own 
names, have contributed to the discus- 
sion which our suggestions have aroused. 
When it was 20 cents a pound the farm- 
ers were complaining of hard times, and 
when it is 4 cents the complaints are not 
- much louder. Not much louder, in- 
deed, but the difference represents an 
awful reduction in the ready cash avail- 
able for business. It has produced 
conditions which compel the farmers to 
turn their attention to all the resources 
of the farm, some of which necessity 
has never compelled them to touch.

The Eagan-Miles Controversy. | 

The Eagan-Miles controversy bids fair 
to become much larger than the princi- 
pals concerned in it, and to lead toa 
reorganization of the army. 

Ever since the administration of Pres- 
ident Johnson, the relations between the 
Officers of the line and of the general 
staff have been strained. The trouble 
began when Secretary of War Stanton 
defied the authority of the president, and 
when in turn General Grant, in com- 
man4 of the army, refused to accept the 
portfolio of war upon the nomination of 
the president. At that time was engen- 
dered the feeling on both sides that the 
other had no rights. -The officers of 
the general staff considered themselves 
answerable only to the secretary of war, 
while whatever general who happened to 
be in command in the line was equally 
jealous for all such reports to be made 
to himself. While the same trouble 
existed in the naval department as be- 
tween the bureau officers and those on 
duty at sea, yet the evil became much 
more prominent in the case of the army, 
because of the presence upon the scene 
of the conflicting parties. The office of 
the commanding genera] was the head- 
quarters from which the proceedings of 
the war department were duly criticised, 
while in the office of the secretary of 
war those who had connection with the 
headquarters of the commanding gener- 
al were kept cooling their heelg‘in the 
ante-chamber. 

The breaking out of the war between 
the United States and Spain simply 
made public a condition which was 
known to have existed al] along. The 
quarrel came equally as a heritage to 
both Secretary Alger and General Miles, 
and was due to the system rather than 
to the men. Secretary Aiger proceeded 
on the line laid down by his predeces- 
sors, while General Miles chafed under 
the imputation that he was not capable 
of taking active command of the army. 
As a consequence, contradictory orders 
were duly issued, the one displacing 
the other, the heads of bureaus report- 
ing to the secretary of war and ignoring 
the commanding general, while the staff 
officers of the commanding genera! re- 
ported to him direct. The damage which 
this conflict of authority and show of 
jealousy has done to American business 
as well as to American arms, would be 
‘hard to estimate, and shows ary we 
have a military question as well as our 
neighbors of the French republic.

vicinity. The mistake which General 
Eagan made was in not giving a parlia- 
mentary answer to the uncalled-for 
charge of General Miles. He spoiled 
a magnificent opportunity by a resort to 
language which must at all times be dis- 
credited. ‘What the result will be as 
between either of these gentlemen is 
something that time alone can tell. 

The question with which the general 
public is now interested igs the reform 
of a system which renders such explo- 
sions possible. It would be as unfor- 
tunate for us to have an Eagan as it 
has already been for France to have had 
her Dreyfus. Conflict of authority as 
between the secretary of war and the 
senior general of the army should be re- 
moved by a clear-cut designation as to 
who is in actual.command. Under our 
system of government the same military 
plan which works well in some Euro- 
pean countries is applicable; that is, the 
creation of a chief of staff who would be 
answerable to the president alone and to 
whom officers of the war department, as 
well as of the line, would all have to re- 
port. Such a chief of staff should be 
chosen from among the major generals 
of the army, thus having a military rank 
in keeping with the high office to which 
he would be called. This would remove 
all question as to who was in control, 
and tt would create a responsible source 
of authorify and do away with the ne- 
cessity of renewing the rank of general, 
which should be reserved for great: oc- 
casions, such as our late war did not 


furnish. 
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Where We Lose Again. 

The more the question ig considered, 
the greater grows the wonder that the 
southern states have been able to even 
hold their own. 

But a few days since The Constitution 
felt called upon to expose the unsound 
economic condition of southern agricul- 
ture. It- was shown that the southern 
planters had clung to the cultivation of 
cotton in a losing market while they 
continued to purchase their food sup- 
plies in a constantly rising market. In 
proportion as their own crop fell in val- 
ue they rushed wildly after the appre- 
ciating crop grown in the west, and then 
wondered why it was that the west suc- 
ceeded while the south was beating its 
head against the stone wall of adversity. 

The following letter, just received 
from a worthy citizen of Atlanta, draws 
attention to still another lapse on our 
part: | 

Editor Constitution—I am much in- 
terested in your most commendable 
endeavors on behalf of the cause 
of agriculture in this region. I believe I 
am acquainted with the general opinion 
of Europe concerning its climate. It is 
thought to be mostly malarial rice swamps, 
where only negroes can hope to live in 
health and comfort. There are thousands 
of young men in’Great Britain and Ger- 
many, many of them with some capital, 
on the outlook for just such a climate 
There is no other country possessing the 
climatic advantages of this within a wetk 
of their homes. It is true that this is a 
good sheep and cattle country, and that 
the land will give a good return in cereals, 
I am surprised that its advantages have 
not been brought to the notice of these 
peoples. Canada, Australia; South Afri- 
ca and the western states are more en- 
terprising, anu by means of agencies, pam- 
phlets and lectures keep the beauties of 
these countries in the world’s eye. Cannot 
the various districts of this elevated region 
combine with the same view?

‘When we see such people as 
these forced to Jook for homes in such 
countries as are here described, and 
when we look abroad upon the fertile 
fields of the southern states, blessed with 
climate, with health, with a local popu- 
lation generous and hospitable, anxious 
to welcome strangers, is it any wonder 
that we should ask ourselves why it is 
that these things should be so? We 
have permitted our section of the union 
to be marked off as malarial and dan- 
gerous. Diseases which have visited 
limited portions of our country have 
been seized upon and published as rav- 
aging agents which devastate the coun- 
try. 

The suggestion of Dr. Stirling that we 
should get together and make our real 
condition known to the people of the 
world, is one which should receive at- 
tention. If we fail to exploit the ad- 
vantages of our section and to make the 
truth known, we only have ourselves to 
blame if more ambiittous localities. with 
fewer advantages, rush in to take the 
prize which we neglect to grasp. 

If the people of Germany, the British 
isles and the north European kingdoms 
only Knew the kind of country which 
stretches from Virginia to North Caroli- 
na, Georgia, Tennessee’ and into Ala- 
bama, there would turn into our midst 
such a tide of immigration as would 
conquer every wild spot to be found in 
this entire region. If several states 
will not go into the venture, then they 
should go in one at a time, and to the 
one which undertakes such a work as 
this, there will be a rich reward in popu- 
lation and in resources.

| RECOLLECTIONS OF 
GREAT SOUTHERNERS 


By Dr. J. L. M. Curry. 
(For The Constitution.) 

At the Southern Baptist convention, held 
n Baltimore in 1868, a northern visitor in 
an effusive speech spoke of “the brethren” 
before him as “late rebels,” and Dr. Mell, 
the presiding ‘officer, promptly and proper- 
ly called ‘him to order. From a parliamen- 
tary point of view the decision, much crit- 
icized afterwards, was correct. From a 
constitutional ang historic point of view, 
the term is equally unjust and offensive. 
e neaaion Was not rebellion nor revolution. 
: Was not anarchy nor Jawlessness nor re- 
sistance of legally constituted authorities. 
It was an appeal to fundamental principles, 
to reserved rights, the operation of an an- 
cient and well-understood claim, most care- 
fully and presciently by some of the states, 
notably by New York and Virginia in their 
ratification of the constitution as the com- 
_— of the union. Talleyrand, long after 
6 period had passed, said ‘‘La Revolution 
& desosse la France.” Such was not true 
of changes wrought by the new govern- 
ment in the south. The state governments 
remained ag they were. To preserve them 
in their integrity was the object of the 
new movement. There was no purpose in 
those who led in the formation of the con- 
federacy or in its maintenance to destroy 
revered traditions or proclaim theories of 
government acceptable to anarchists or 
mobocrats. It was never dreamed by them 
that practical] liberty could be founded on 
abstract declarations, or that institutions 
Which had produced such remarkable 
statesmen and jurists and such refined and 
polished society, such specimens of chival- 
ry, courtesy, true womanliness. were not 
worth preserving at the costliest sacrifice. 
Unfortunately the conquered do not write 
the accepted histories of the struggle of 
1861-1865, nor of the causes which led to It, 
and the south must perforce content her- 
Self with the unregarded protests and with 
explanations rejected in advance. The ques- 
tion is often asked by persons inclined to 
fairness and unwilling to condemn in ig- 
norance how men of culture and intelli- 
gence, Christian men, could have been 
guilty deliberately of “treason,”’ or en- 
gaged in a fratricidal war against the 
union. The question begs the whole issue 
and cannot be discussed or decided here. 
Honest inquirers may be referred to the 
books of Davis, Stephens, Bledsoe and oth- 
ers as giving conclusively our side of the 
controversy. It may be stated that at the 
time of the presidential election in 1860 
there were in the state governments and 
in congress men of large experience and of 
great ability from the south. Without in- 
vidious distinction or more than the men- 
tion of a few, it may suffice to say that in 
the senate were such men as Hunter, 
Climgman, Toombs, Hammond, Davis, 
General Lee, Mallory and Slidell. There 
was no one more capable or distinguished 

than Judah P. Benjamin, of Louisiana. 
His parents were English Jews, who, on 
thely way to America, landed in one of the 
West Indies, where Judah was born. His 
early boyhood was spent in North Carolina, 
but removing to New Orleans he was 
called to the bar in 1832 and won high re- 
spect as a lawyer and advorate. In 1857 
I made his acquaintance when he was a 
senator with Slidell, of Great Memory, as 
his collegue. He was a low, stout, genial, 
smiling man, of decided Jewish cast, with 
bright, black eyes, and all the grace and 
Suavity of a polished Frenchman, looking 
as if he never had a trouble. To me he 
was one of the most attractive and fasci- 
nating men I ever met in public life. While 
senator he not unfrequently appeared be- 
fore the supreme court and when he was to 
argue a case there was as much anxiety 
to hear him as there is now to hear Jo- 
seph Choate or James C Carter. In the 
Senate, where were such men as Douglas, 
Green, Sumner, Pugh, he had no superior 
as a debator. One of his” best-known 
speeches, which during its delivery filled 
the galleries and nearly emptied the house 
of representatives, was in reply to Seward 
and in windication of Judge Yancy and 
the Dred Scott decision. The exposure of 
the sophistry and misrepresentation of the 
New Yotk senator was something terri- 
ble, and yet after the numerous and cor- 
dial congratulations wege over the New 
Yorker, who had listenéd with stolid com- 
posure to the merciless castigation and ex- 
posure, approached Benjamin and shook 
hands with him. Years afterwards F ask- 
ed Benjamin what Seward had the cheek 
to say so calmly after the argument and 
was told that after some pleasant compli- 
ment about the ability of the speech, Se- 
ward took mild exception to some state- 
ment as to his positions. Another great 
speech, a powerful defence of state rights, 
heard with admiration by Sir G. C. Lewis, 
of England, wags made in the senate on 
the 3lst of December, 1860. Benjamin was 
collected and self-possessed in debate, had 
a voice as musical as the chimes of silver 
bells, a memory like Macaully’s and no 
notes, and while earnest in manner and de- 
livery seemed as fresh at the close of a 
discourse as when he uttered the first sen- 
tence. His versatility and his capacity 
for work were immense and he turned from 
one subject or duty to another with such 
facility and cleverness that he seemed to 
have no special aptitudes or preferences. 
In making up: his first: cabinet, Davis se- 
lected Benjamin as attorney general: sub- 
Sequently on the resignation of Leroy Pope 
Walker he became secretary of war, and 
afterwards on retirement of R. M L. 
Hunter he was transferred to the depart- 
ment of state, filling one by one these va- 
rieqd positions with equal credit and skill. 
When at the collapse of the confederacy 
the president dissolved his counci] of ad- 
visers and told them to take care of them- 
selves, Benjamin, with one traveling com- 
panion, was making his way through 
southern Georgia. He sought shelter at the 
temporary residence of a confederate and 
represented himself as being an Italian. 
When the servants had left he threw off 
his disguise and talked freely, commenting 
with injustice upon the surrender of Gen- 
eral Joseph E. Johnston in North Caro- 
lina and saying that General Richard Tay- 
lor would never surrender the trans~Missis- 
sippi army. The prophesy was short-lived 
for Taylor took his parole a few days af- 
terwards. Benjamin had a sanguine tem- 
perament and not unfrequently when the 
clouds lowered I sought a conversation with 
him to hear and catch his ever hopeful 
views of the future. Some of the older 
inhabitants of Richmond may remember 
the meeting in the old African -church on 
Broad street when Davis and Benjamin 
spoke to key up the people, who were be- 
coming despondent, to greater fortitude 
and hopefulness. With difficulfy Benja- 
min avoided capture and made his escape 
from the country and settled in England. 
Promptly he entered as a student in Lin- 
coln’s Inn, London. He became a pupil 
of Baron Pollock, with whom he lived on 
terms of closest intimacy, not to learn law, 
but to acquaint himself with the practice 
of the English courts and obtain some in- 
troductions to the English bar. In June, 
866 he was called to the bar by the bench- 
ers of the Inner Temple, and entered at 
once upon a lucrative practice. Because 
of his knowledge of law, merchants, inplud- 
ing insurance, shipping and foreign trad- 
ing, his clients were principally of tHe 
mereantile class. The law of uisiana

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BARRETT IS’ FOR EXPANSION. 


EX-MINISTER TO SIAM SAYS THE 
PHILIPPINES MUST BE HELD. 
Declares Difficulties of Governing the 
Archipelago Have Been Much 
Exaggerated. 


Shanghai, January 16.—John Barrett, for- 
merly United States minister to Siam, in 
an address before the Shanghai chamber 
of commerce today on the question of 
American control of the Philippines, said 
he feared that the opponents at* home of 
such control did not appreciate its vital 
importance to American commerce and in- 
fluence in the far east, where immeasur- 
able opportunities would otherwise be lost. 

The failure to assume and maintain con- 
trol, said Mr. Barrett, would forever rele- 
gate the United States to a secondary 
place in the Pacific. As for the difficulties 
of governing the archipelago, this had been 
much exaggerated. Aguinaldo and his fol- 
lowers could be pacified by a mixture of 
diplomacy and firmness, nor would the 
Monroe doctrine be violated, for the oc- 
cupation of the Philippines by the United 
States was not a direct act of conquest, 
but the inevitable result of a war in which 
grave responsibilities had been unavoidable 
entailed. 

Mr. Barrett emphasizes the fact that the 
nations which }ike England were chiefly 
concerned, approved of permanent Amer- 
ican control, and concluded with the re-

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DEFEAT IS NOT YET CONFIRMED. 


English Offtcials Have No Information 
of Reported Battle. 

London, January 16.—The officials of the 
foreign office here say they have heard 
nothing of the alleged defeat on December 
8th of the Anglo-Egyptian forces on the 
Blue Nile, by the dervishes under Emir 
Fedil, and the total destruction of the 
Tenth Soudanese battalion. 

The British officials do not attach the 
slightest credence to the report which was 
telegraphed to The Morning Leader, of this 
city, from Cairo. | 

The only news in possession of the foreign 
office is the dispatch from Colonel Lewis, 
published on January 6th, saying that with 
a Soudanese regiment and a detachment of 
irregular troops he attacked Fedil, the last 
remaining formidable Dervish chief, on De- 
cember 26th, at the cataract south of Ro- 
seres, and the announcement that five 
hundred Dervishes were killed and 1,500 ta- 
ken prisoners.

No One Seriously Hurt ; in the Trouble 
at Johannesburg. 


Capetown, January 16.—Telegrams from 
Johannesburg are censored, but so far as 
ascertainable nobody was seriously injured 
in the disturbance between the Burghers 
and Afrikanders and the British residents 
there, who held a public meeting to venti- 
late the grievances of the Uitlanders, and 
which resulted in a free fight.

Bureau of Statistics Issues a Complete 
and Interesting Report. 


Washington, January 16.—During the 
calendar year 1898 the United States ex- 
ported $621,260,535 eanore of merchandise of 
all sorts than it imported, or a gain in 
excess of exports over 1897 of $264,146,719. 
These enormous figures represent the bal- 
ance in our favor shown by the official 
figures issued by the bureau of statistics 
today for the year 1898. 

The bureau’s statement covers the month 
of December and@ the year 1898. It shows 
that our exports for 1898 were $1,254,925,169 
and our imports $353,664,634, of which $267,- 
797,915 came in free of duty. The statement 
makes comparisons with our trade for the 
five years immediately preceding the past, 
the largest exports for any of these years 
being *$1,099,709,045 in 1897, and the smallest 
$824,860,136 in 1895. The only other billion 
export year was in 189%, when we export- 
ed $1,006,837,241. 

The imports for 1898 were the smallest 
in any of the six years compared, being 
$633,664,634 agaimet $742,595,229 in 1897 and 
$801,669,347 in 1895, when the imports were 
the largest for the past six years. 

For the year 1898 the gold imports were 
$158,036,262 and the exports $16,194,954, or an 
excess of gold imports in 1898 of $141,841,298 
as compared with an excess of gold exports 
in 1897 of $255,809. 

For the year 189% the imports of silver 
were $29,029,724, and the exports $53,797,104, 
an excess of silver exports of $24,767,380, as 
compared with an excess of silver exports 
in 1897 of $25,578,990.

APPORTIONMENT SHEET ANUPTED 


AY COUNCIL WITHOUT AMENDMENT 


Principal-Changes Announced in The Censttution Yesterday Morning 
Are Verified in Report of the Finance Committee, 


MILITARY CAUSES TROUBLE 


Councilman Dozler Makes a Short Fight 
fer Military Appropriation, 


SALARIES OF CITY OFFICIALS CUT 


Councilman Hammond Introduces Res- 
olution To Appropriate Interest on 
City’s Money to Military. 
Department of Sewers 
Gets Raise. 


At the meeting of the general council 
yesterday afternoon ‘:he apportionment 
sheet, the main points of which were given 
accurately in yesterday morning’s Constitu- 
tion, was adopted with little comment and 
by @ unanimous vote of the city’s law- 
makers. 

The principal features of the sheet, show- 
ing the large cut made by the committee 
In the appropriation to-.the sanitary de- 
partment, the increase in the amount de- 
voted to schools for the specific purpose of 
adding to some of the school buildings, the 
large deficit in the income of the city com- 
pared with jast year, the usual appropria- 
tion for military knocked out entirely, the 
large cut in the appropriation for parks, 
and many other features of equal import- 
ance, were given to the readers of The Con- 
Btitution yesterday morning. 

A number of the members of the council 
knew of the radical changes of the finance 
committee for the first time yesterday 
morning, when they read The Constitution. 


The only opposition to the adoption of | 


the apportionment sheet came from an un- 
expected quarter, when Councilman Dozier 
took the position that the military was as 
deserving of recognition by the city as any 
other department and raised strenuous ob- 
jection to leaving the military companies 
out in the cold completely. Dr. J. D. 
Turner, at the conclusion of the reading 
of the sheet, moved that it be adopted, 
Mr. Dozier rose to his feet and before the 
motion could be put said: 

“I notice, Mr. Mayor, that in the appor- 
tionment sheet no reference is made what- 
ever.to the military companiés. I think 
that this is a great mistake and that the 
city will do an injustice to the local com- 
panies if it’does not help them along. 

‘“‘Members of the council on the.finance 
committee tell me the reason why nothing 
has been appropriated is because there is 
no military. Why, only recently, when 
the president was in the city, we had a 
battaHon of companies, forty or fifty 
strong, in the line. Some of .them are 
weak and’ need organization.”’ 

Mr. Dozier was notified by the presiding 
officer that he would have to put his ob- 
jection in the form of a definite motion to 
have it heard by the council. After confer- 
ing for a moment with Councilman Roy, 
Mr. Dozier moved that the sum of $3,000 be 
taken from the amount allowed the cem- 
etery department and appropriated to the 
milifary. 

Councilman Holland rose and stated that 
he desired to enter a strong and vigorous 
protest against the motion of Mr. Dozier. 
fie said: “Of all the departments of the 
city, the last to be cut in the fashion prv- 
posed by Mr. Dozier is the cemetery, to 
which the finance committee has appropri- 
ate@ just enough for the erection of a 
decent office. Let the councilman go out 
and see the house in which the ladies of 
this city are compelled to go in time of rain 
for shelter and I think he will not insist 
upon his motion."’ 

Mr. Turner stated that his committee had 
gone over the whole matter and had had 
the question of the military before it for 


/ 


two hours and he did not think it possible 
to cut any department for the good of the 
military without serious injury to that de- 
partment and to the city. Mr. Dozier in- 
sisted upon his motion, but it was lost 
upon being put before the body by a vote 
of 15 to 2. 


Resolution To Aid Military. 

After the final adoption of the apportion- 
ment sheet, Mr. Hammond, of the sixth 
ward, introduced a resolution providing 
that whatever interest came to the city 
from the disposal of its finances in bank 
be devoted to the purpose of paying the 


| rent of the military armories, provided that 


amount did not exceed $2,500. The resolu- 
tion seemed to meet with the approval of 
the members, but it was thought best Le- 


apportioned to etreet lighting and to the 
Grady hospital. 
The sheet in full is given elsewhere. 


Captain Miller Talks. 

President J. A. Miller, of the board of 
health, in speaking of the reduction made 
in the appropriation to the sanitary de- 
partment, said: 

“While it is true the appropriation is 
considerably less than it was last year, this 
does not mean that the sanitary depart- 
ment is more extravagant than any other 
department, or that it is giving iéss sat- 
isfaction. Last year the appropriation was 
large because of the fact that the depart- 
ment and extraordinary expenses, and the 
amount of money needed was unusually 
large. There was almost an epidemic of 
smallpox which the department cared for, 
and which was prevented from spreading 
in the city. It required a considerable sum 
of money to do this work. 

“In all, the extra expenses of the de- 
partment amounted to something like $14,000. 
The amount we asked for this year was only 
about $110,000, and therefore fhe reduction 
does not amount to $26,000. The sanitary 
departinent turned back into the city treas- 
ury at the end of the year $4,000 in cash, 
something which is unusual. We are sat- 
isfied with the action of the committee.”’ 


ROUTINE WORK OF COUNCIL. 


Many Matters Discussed and Acted 
Upon by the City Law- 
makers. 

The meeting of council was called togeth- 
er at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon by City 
Clerk W. D. Greene. In the absence of the 
mayor pro tem., I. S. Mitchell, Alderman 
James lL. Mayson was nominated for pro-

these two banks agreeing to give an inter- 
est of 2 per cent. The resolution of the 
finance committee was adopted and made 
an ordinance. | 
Ccmmittee To Discuss City Ownership. 

A resolution was read at the meeting in- 
troduced by Councilman Parks calling for 
@ committee of five from the council and 
two members of the aldermanic board to 
look into the practicability of the city own- 
ing its own electric lighting system. No 
comment was indulged in on the resolution 
either by Mr. Parks or any other member 
of council, and the resolution was adopted 
unanimously. 

Exemption from Levy Granted. 

A resobhution was introduced near the close 
of the session by Councilman Hammond for 
an action from the city council preventing 
a levy on the property of the Atlanta Home 
Insurance Company until an adjustment 
between that company and the city could 
be had. Councilman Hammond stated that 
an adjustment, he thought, would be reach- 
ed in the course of a few days that would 
be satisfactory to the ‘council, and until 


—— 
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fore action was taken on it to refer it for 
consideration to the finance committee. 
On motion of Alderman Turner the appor- 
tionment sheet as it came from the commit- 
tee, without amendment, was adopted by 


the council, 

Councilman Thomson offered no objection 
to the adoption of the sheet and voted in 
favor of it. . 

. . Salaries Are Reduced. 
The expenses of the different departments 


were not alj that came under the knife of 


the finance committee, and the salaries of 
several of the city officials were brought 
down a number of notches.. This feature 
of the apportionment sheet was not unex- 
pected, and the officials had prepared them- 
selves for the cut that seemed inevitable. 
The salary of the city attorney was re- 
duced from $3,000 to $2,500, and that of the 
assistant city attorney from $2,400 to $1,200: 
comptroller general from $3,000 to $2,590; 
city engineer from $3,000 to $2,500; city mar- 
shal from $1,500 to $1,200; assistant book- 
keeper from $1,000 to $900. | 

The only official of the city whose sala- 
ry was raised b¥ the committee was that 
of the second deputy clerk, whose salary 
sustained a raise of $150. The salary of the 
two city scale weighers was also cut from 
$600 to $583.33. 

A fotal increase was found in the appro- 
priation to the waterworks department of 
$7,168, the increase being accounted for in 
the appropriation for new piping for the 
department in several portions of the city. 

The increase in the department of sewers 
was the lagest given any department, and 
amounted to $4,000 in all, the largest part 
of the sum to be devoted to the laying of 
lateral sewers in the city. The cut in the 
expenses of the fire department was fore- 
casted in The Constitution yesterday morn- 
Ing, as well as the extra appropriation for 
the department of cemeteries. 

The large increase in the total estimated 
receipts of the city of $294,393.21 is account- 
‘d for in the sale last December of the 
$300,000 of the Georgia Air-Line road bonds. 

In the department of streets the appro- 
priation shows an increase of $4,850, and a 
small increase is also seen in the amount

Consolidated's Petitions for Lines 
on Lee and Hurt Streets Granted, 


COUNCILMAN PARKS OBJECTS 


Says @ Few Words in Council Against 
the Consolidated Petitions. 


COUNCILMAN POPE HAS A WORD 


—— 


Alderman J. D. Turner Defends the 
Consolidated and the Petitions 


Are Granted by Council with 
Almost Unanimous 
Vote. 


During the .neeting of the general coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company was gcanted two 
petitions for extensions to its limits in the 
city. The franchises were allowed by an 
almost unanimous vote of the members, 
the only opposition being from Councilman 
John Parks, who made an address 
against ‘granting any more franchises to 
corporations until, as he said, the wish of 
the people had been complied with. 

At a meeting of the council] committee 
on electric and other railways, held yes- 
terday morning, two petitions were pre- 
sented by President Woodruff, of the Con- 
solidated, asking for the franchise to con- 
struct an extension to the Lee street line 
in West Bnd, to extend over the new 
chert road out Lee street to the city Iim- 
its. 

Tihe other petition asked for the right 
to build a line out ‘Hurt street, thence 
into Decatur street to the limits of the 
county. 

Mr. Woodruff, Mr. Joel Hurt, Mr. 8. M. 
Inman and Counsel John B. Goodwin, for 
the Consolidated, appeared befre the com- 
mittee and spoke in favor of the fran- 
chises. The committee acted favorably on 
the petitions, and the representatives of 
the Consolidated urged that the matter 
be brought before the members of council 
at the meeting yesterday afternoon. 

The two petitions were included in the 
report of the committee on electric and 
other railways at the council meeting, and 
were read by City Clerk Greene, Chair- 
man Burns moved that the petitions be 
granted and the motion was being put by 


}tne chair when Councilman Parks rose. 


He declared that he wanted to call a 
halt on franchises to railway companies 
until they complied with the wishes of the 
people of Atlanta. He said: 

“We are here to _ represent’ the 
people of this city and we should not 
allow any more franchises of this kind 
until the’ wish of. the citizens has been 


grarted. 
Says People Have Spoken. 

“The people of Atlanta have spoken and 
in emphatic terms for certain rights which 
they think are due them, and it is as lit- 
tle as any corporation can do to acquiesce 
in the wishes of the people. 

“Atlanta is no longer a village; we are 
a city and our streets are valuable to us. 
We don’t ask much, a igiere pittance, but 
what is their answer. It is the answer 
they have made in court, in the columns 
of the press and elsewhere, that when 
the proper time comes these things will 
be given to the public; that the time has 
not come yet, 

“I say that now is the time for the 
rights that the people thave requested to 
be forthcoming. The citizens of Atlanta 
have spoken, and I do not think that we 
should grant any franchise to any com- 
pany, whether the Atlanta railway or the 
Consolidated, that constantly ignores the 
will of the people.’™ 

During the short address of Councilman 
Parks, in which he did not mention the 
Consolidated by itself or the word ‘“‘trans- 
fers,’’ President Woodruff and Joel Hurt, 
of the Consolidated, weré sitting in the 
rear of the room listening intently to the 
words of the speaker. The address cre- 
ated a surprise, and it was half expected 
that others would follow, either in c@- 
fense of the Consolidated or on the line 
that Mr. Parks had chosen. The presiding 
officer asked if any other councilman de- 
sired to be heard before the motion of 
Mr. Burns was put. 

Councilman Pope Has a Say. | 

Councilman Wylie Pope, of the seventh 
ward, addressed the chair, and stated that 
he was opposed to the grant if the Con- 
solidated did not meet the wishes of the 
people of his ward, He said: * 

“T want it to be known at the start that 
I am not fighting the Consolidated, but I 
am here to represent the people of West 
End, and they are opposed to_any _ex- 
tension in that ward that would interfere 
with the schedule of the road to any ex- 
tent, 

“I am opposed to granting the petitions 
in their present shape and unless it is dis- 
tinctly stated that the surface of the chert 
road on Lee street is to be preserved. 
The citizens of Atlanta living in that 
district have purchased their property in 
good faith and it would be a serious in- 
jury to them should this road decrease its 
present schedule instead of bettering it.” 

Mr. Pope was informed by Chairman 
Burns that the matter he had referred to 
had been given car@ul consideration by 
the committee before passing on the pe- 
titions and that the Consolidated had ob-

The address of Commissioner Brown, 
coming only in the nature of a suggestion 
and not through the proper channels for 
a motion, was listened to with attention 
by the members of the general council. No 
action was taken in regard to the sugges- 
tion of Commissioner Brown at the session,

Berner’s Remarks. 


“*Your letter if the 5th duly received re- 
questing some remarks on my forecast for 

“*T presume that you are aware that my 
predictions are based upon cycles in trade, 
as formulated and demonstrated in my book 
of prophecies, which was first published in 
January, 1876. 

“*The present up cycle for better times 
was predicted to commence in the year 1897 
and end in this year, 1899. This prediction 
is now twenty-three years old. 

“*The business world is satisfied that 
there has #en a revival] in trade during 
1897 and in 1898—verifying the prediction as 
to the beginning if this up cycle. Yet not- 
withstanding this fact, many persons do 
not now want to agree with the writer, that 
this revival will come to an end in this 
year, 1899, ' 

““*There has always been ups and downs 
in general business—tides in speculation— 
expansion and then contraction in trade. 

“It has been a perpetual wonder to busi- 
ness men how these things du occur. 

““*We venture the prediction that business 
tides» will ebb and flow in the future, as 
they have done in the past, and that 1899 
will mark a turning year from prosperity in 
general business, as other years have cone 
in former cycles. 

|’ ‘The coming down cycle may be brought 
about by failures and troubles in foreign 
countries; by complications growing out of 
our new policy, territorial expansion; by 
legislation to retire the greenbacks;. by 
floods; by droughts; by collapse of some 
large financial institution; a clap of thun- 
der in a clear sky. 

““*Or it may be gradual reaction impercep- 
tible to traders, and exciting no apprehen- 
sion of stringency for some months after- 
wards. 

“*“The contention in my forecast for 1899 
was that prices for some ‘leading products 
were too low in this business revival and 
the cause was therein stated. — 

“*The cycles in trade were discovered in 
pig iron prices more than twenty years 
ago. It was then cla!med that pig iron was 
the strongest element of general business; 
in fact, the barometer of trade, and when- 
ever the price of iron was high general 
business was prosperous. On the contrary, 
whenever the price of iron was low, gen- 
eral business languished. 

"* “We now have the anomaly of ten-dollar 
pig iron in a business revival. A price that 
was considered ruinous to furnace men in 
former business depressions. ._-

which he expressed@ partly, it appeared, in 
a spirit of ridicule ‘of the remarks made by 
Councilman Parks, that the general council 
could not welj take such a position as ex- 
pressed by Mr. Parks, when the courts 
even had refused to make the Congolidated 
Grant transfers, He thought that the ex- 
tensions meant increased service to the 
people of the’city and that th2y would be a 
benefit to the people near whose property 
the extensions ran. 

On the motion being put by the chair, 
the members responded to their names and 
all present with the exception of Council- 
man Parks yoted to grant the franchises 
to the Consolidated. 

Committee Takes Action. 

In the petition for the franchise to run a 
line down Lee street the petition called for 
“lines” and did not mention double track. 
Mr. Wocdruff explained to the committee 
that he did not desire at once to put double 
tracks on Park and Lee streets, but to have 
that right granted, so that it could Le done 
when occasion warranted. The committee, 
however, thought otherwise, and the word 
double tracks was tnserted in the petition 
by the members, they having no objection 
to the proposition, provided double tracks 
would be laid at once.

HORACE FLETCHER LECTURES. 


He Appeared ‘Before the Atlanta 
Woman’s Club Last 
. Night. 

Horace Fletcher's lecture upon the kin- 
Gergarten was delivered at the Woman’s 
Club last night before a large audience. 

Mr. Fletcher began by - declaring that 
since he had devoted himself to the study 
of sociology, he had learned with amaze- 
ment the great progress that was being 
made in breaking down the old tradition 
that human nature was naturally per- 
verse, and crime a necessity. He said that 
he himself’ believed this old fallacy until 
personal. observation revealed the fact 
that God:puts no naturally bad peopls 
onto this earth—that all men are natu- 
rally good, and would remain good were 
it not for exterior circumstances. 

Criminals are made, not born, he de-- 
elared, in substance. Men are all good 
io start with, and those who go wrong 
do so because perverted by unfortunate 
environment. He said that he was con- 
vinced that there was no necessity for a 
submerged one-tenth, as sociologists have 
so long teen declaring that there is. In- 
stead, all men would follow the path of 
rectitude if that path were but pointed out 
to them. 

He advocated the kindergarten as the 
means for setting them on this way. He 
said that in the kindergarten, the solution 
of all sociological problems lay. And this 
premise he supported with statistics show- 
ing the result of kindergarten training in 
some 9,000 recorded instances, where the 
-gubjects were taken from the vilest quar- 
ters, infused with the proper ideas, and 
turned aloose upon the world. The record 
of these 9,000 careers had been kept, each 
individual being followed for twenty 
years. And. not one of them was ever 
arrested. The figures were 1 coc from 

an Franc ‘ 
aan the eanareannnent of the San 
Francisco police force, the oldest officer 
in the world in point of service, he learn- 
-ed that of 8,000 men and women arrested 
in that city, only one had had the advan- 
tage of a kindergarten training. And 
that one was weak minded. So from two 


rwidely different sources came convincing 


evidence. 
The lecture was a strong plea for the 


kindergarten.

10 BE HELD HERE 


International Sunday School Convention 
Comes ig April, 


1,982 DELEGATES TO BE HERE 


Convention This Year Will Be of Un- 
usual Importance to Church Workers. 


—_—_—_—_—_—_— 


DELEGATES COME FROM MANY PLACES 


The Convention Will Be One of the 
Largest Bodies Ever Assembled 
i in This City. 


The ninth international, which is the four- 
teenth national, Sunday-school convention, 
representing the United States, the British 
North American possessions, Mexico, Cuba, 
Porto Rico and Hawali, will be held in At- 
lanta, April 27th to 30th, inclusive. The con- 
vention will be the largest ever held by the 
Sunday-school workers, and will be one of 
the largest that has yet accepted an invita- 
tion to meet in this city.” 

A meeting was held Sunday afternoon, at 
3 o'clock, in the parlors of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, for the purpose of 
making arrangemerts for the reception and 
entertainment of the delegates to the con- 
vention. The call was issued by W. §&. 
Witham, John M. Green, Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill, Porter King, F. J. Paxon and 
Asa G. Candler. 

Many ministers and nearly all Sunday- 
school’ superintendents of this city were 
present at the meeting, and several ad- 
dresses were made. The exact number of 
delegates to be present during the conven- 
tion is 1,982, and these will have to be en- 
tertained in private residences. 

At the meeting Sunday, it was decided to 
appoint committees to take thig work in 
charge, ana a personal canvass will doubt- 
less be made among the citizens/of Atlanta 
to secure homes for the delegates during 


their stay in this city. 

The sessions of the convention will be 
held in the Grand opera house, beginning 
linursday morning, April 27th, at 9 o'clock, 
and contipving until 
Prior to the convention meetings will be 
held by committees to prepare reports. 

The international Sunaay-school lesson 
committee will meet on Tuesday, April 25th. 

The international Sunday-schvuol executive 
committee will meet Wednesday morning, 
April 26th, at 10 o'clock. 

The International Sunday-school Field 
Association will meet Wednesday morning, 
April 26th, at 10 o'clock, in the burst Metho- 
dist church. 

The delegates will remain in Atlanta to 
services on tne Sunday following the con- 
vention and special services will be ar- 
rangéd. 

The basis of representation for the United 
States is four times the electoral vote of 
the state, or one delegate for every thirty- 
seven thousand of population, with a corre- 
sponding number for the provinces and ter- 
ritories. By agreement between the execu- 
tive committee and others, with the leaders 
of organized Sunday-school work among 
the colored people im the southern states, 
each state that has an interdenominational 
Sunday-school organization of colored peo- 
ple, is entitled to elect one-fifth ofthe en- 
tire number of delegates from that state. 

In additidn to representatives from every 
state and territory in the union, delegates 
will come from Hawaii, Porto Rico, Alber- 
ta, Assiniboia, British Columbia, Manitoba, 
New Brunswick, Newfoundland, Ontario, 
Prince Edward Island, Quebec, Saskatche- 
wan, Mexico and Cuba. The largest num- 
ber of delegates will come from New York, 
which is entitled to 144 members on the 
floor of the convention; the smallest num- 
ber comes from Cuba, which will have twe 
delegates present. 

It is expected that favorable arrange- 
ments will be made with the railroads for 
reduced rates, and a local committee will 
be appointed with that object in view. 

This convention will be held at an im- 
portant time. The closing of the century 
has brought about many changes in this 
hemisphere, and is crowded with events 
that demand the attention of the Sunday- 
school workers. It is probable that Cuba, 
Porto Rico and Hawali will come in fora 
large share of attention during the days of 
the convention. 

A meeting of the international Sunday- 
school convention was held in Atlanta dur- 
ing the early eighties, and at that time the 
city was crowded with, delegates and vis- 
itors. The convention-—-will be of great im- 
portance and extensive preparations will be 
made to receive the guests.

There is a movement on foot among the 
Survivors of the men who rode Witu cw.

The plan proposed is to confine the mem- 
bership to those only who were in active 
cavalry service in some company, regiment 
or battalion composing a part of General 
Wheeler’s command during the war be- 
tween the states. Rather an original feat- 
ure will be the exclusion of all honorary 
members, maids of honor, sponsors, ‘sons 
or daughters of the regiment,’’ and others 
with the distinguished exception that Gen- 
eral Wheeler will be ex-officio commander- 
in-chief, and his four daughtérs the only 
honorary members, they to have no guc- 
cessors or assigns. The idea is said not to be 
so much to make the organization exclu- 
sive as to make it genuine. 

The devotion of these men to their old 
commander is as great now as when they 
followed his lead in the old times, and to 
no one hag the recent fame of General 
Wheeler brought such genuine rejoicing 
as to the seattered remnants of his oid 
command. ' 

They claim, though, that but Scant jus- 
tice ‘thas been done them by history, and 
that there is little or no printed record of 
their achievements, and they will endeavor 
to correct this as far as they can, and an im- 
portant object of the Wheeler Cavalry So- 
ciety will be to collect, compile and pre- 
serve a record of the battles, raids and 
campaigns in which they participated. 

One of the attractive features of the 
Peace Jubilee parade was the unique fig- 
ure of the ideal cavalryman, as represented 
by General Wheeler, followed by an escort 
composed of the survivors of his old com- 
mand. 

At the meeting held to arrange for this 
parade it was decided by resolution to 
make it the nucleus of a permanent or- 
ganization. J. S. Prather, ex-colonel of the 
Eighth confederate, was elected command- 
er. and W. C. Dodson, ex-private Fifty- 
first Alabama, was elected secretary. 

Colonel Prather will in a few days call 
another meeting, notice of which ‘will b> 
given, and every one who has the distinc- 
tion of having galloped with the old cav- 
alry is requested to be present and par- 
ticipate in the permanent organization.

Ex-Governor Rufus B. Bullock was a 
prominent member of this committee, and 
when seen yesterday he talked very en- 
couragingly of the outlook. 

“I believe the chances are very bright 
for a new féleral building in Atlanta,” said 
he.

AFTER BIG PRIZES 


Eleven Regiments To Be Mustered - Out 
in Two Weeks, 


CHANCE FOR SOME FINE WORK 


Thousands of Soldiers Will Want To 
Go to Their Former Homes. 


THEY WILL 60 BACK AS CIVILIANS 


Government Will Not Arrange Their 
Transportation Although It Wiil 
Pay Them Their Mileage. 


The passenger officials of the roads in the 
south and west are at work on their com- 
binations to capture the soldiers who are to 
be mustered out in the next two weeks. 

Eleven regiments are to be disbanded 
about February ist, and the men will go 
home as civilians. None of the commands 
are to be moved as bodies. The government 
will turn its soldiers loose and let them and 
the railroads negotiate. 

Already the passenger representatives of 
foreign lines are appearing in this field. The 
return of the soldiérs to their homes will 
mean the expenditure of a large sum of 
money for fare, and most of the large sys- 
tems are after all they can get. 

The breaking up of orte circus in the fall 
of the year has been considered an event in 
passenger business in the past, but now 
the roads are on the eve of handling 11,000 
= These troops are scattered over 
Georgia and South Carolina, and they go to 
all sections of the country except to New 
England. Some go to New York and New 
Jersey, and others to New (Mexico and the 
extreme middle west. 

There are two regiments at Athens, one 
from New York and the other from New 
Jersey. i 

Three regiments will be mustered out at 
Macon. One goes to North Carolina, one 
to Virginia and the third to Ohio. 
North Carolina and Virginia regiments are 
colored. 

At Albany, the First territorial and a Mis- 
sourl regiment are to be discharged. The 
men in the territorial regiment will scatter 
all over the west, some going as far as 
New Mexico. 

At Columbus the First West Virginia 
regiment will be mustered out. 

The Fourth Missouri, encamped at Green- 
ville, 8S. C., will be let out. The Ninth Ohio 
is at Summerville, S. C., and it will be dis- 
banded, too. At Columbia, the Second Ten- 
nessee will be mustered out. 

Among the foreign roads which have sent 
representatives here are the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe; the Missouri Pacific, the 
Big Four, Illinois Central, the Southern 
Pacific, the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton and the Louisville and Nashville, . 

As all these troops will go out about the 
Same time, they will have to be handled on 
special trains. Time competition is in. ser- 
vice. The roads cannot agree to maintain 
rates, but uniform rates will be announced 
by all the roads. The initial lines will 
probably try to prevent rate cutting, but 
the foreign lines may offer concessions or 
attempt to offer them. 

There will be a great struggle for the 
business, and if some road thinks it is not 
getting its share, the temptation will be 
strong to reduce the rate. 


HE CAN MOVE OUT OF THE CITY. 


President Fish Talks About Abandon- 
ing New Orleans as a Port. 


The Illinois Central is not making rapid 
progress in getting what it wants at New 
Orleans, but a crisis will be reached before 
long. The city council in the past has re- 
fused to give the company certain conces- 
sions Which it desired through the city, 
and now the road is on the point of moving 
out of New Orleans and building upa river 
terminal at another point. 

President Fish says that he has been 
fighting to build up a great export trade 
through New Orleans, and that traffic will 
not stand any more charges than it has to 
bear now. There are too many other ports, 
and a slight advantage by New York, Balti- 
more or Portsmouth would send traffic from 
the west through those ports. 


Railway Notes. 


The dividend of 1% per cent which the 
Louisville and Nashville declared last week 
was the first-in the company’s history since 
1893. President Smith has been putting 
earnings into the system. 

President John K. Cowen, of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, denies the report that he 
is to retire from the company’s service. It 
is said that he will be re-elected president, 
and that Oscar Murray will be vice presi- 
dent. William Salamon, of New York, will 
be chairman of.the executive board, and will 
have the direction of the company’s 
finances. 


The big lines of the north want to abolish 
differentials, but the trouble is to get the 
consent of the roads whidh have had the 
benefit of the differentials.
